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On May 17, 2012, the Commission issued an Order establishing a procedural

schedule in this matter and scheduling an evidentiary hearing for July 18, 2012 at the

Commission's offices. On July 17, 2012, BellSouth Telecommunications, LLC d/b/a

ATBT Kentucky ("ATBT Kentucky" ) and Halo Wireless, Inc. ("Halo" ) filed with the

Commission a joint motion to cancel the July 18, 2012 hearing. As grounds for their

motion, the parties state that they waive their right to present witnesses and conduct

cross examination; there is no need for an evidentiary hearing; and the parties wish to

spare expenses associated with attending a hearing because all of their witnesses are

from out-of-state. The parties also state that, assuming their joint motion is granted,

they will file a proposed briefing schedule with the Commission. The parties state that

the proposed briefing schedule will also address the timing of the issuance of orders

relating to several outstanding motions.



Based on the foregoing, the Commission finds that sufficient grounds exist to

grant the joint motion to cancel the July 18, 2012 hearing,

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that the hearing scheduled for July 18, 2012 in

this matter is hereby cancelled.
